In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 78 and 79 of 
the Travancore- Cochin Stamp Act, 1125 (1 of 1125 ) the Govern 
ment are pleased to make the following rules : 

PRELIMINARY . 
1. The Secretary to Government,Finance Department shall be 
ex -officio Superintendent of Stamps . He shallb e in direct charge 
of the administration of the Stamp Department and shall exer . 
cise a general control and supervision on all matters connected 
with the Stamp Revenue in the State and also over the manu 
facture, custody , issue and sale of stamps. 

2. The prescribed periodical statements and returns from the 
Central, Local and Branch Depots hall be submitted to the 
Comptroller, and the Superintendent of Stamps who shall check 
the transactions therein shown , one with another , and with the 
Treasury credits . 

3. The Superintendent of Stamps or some officer authorised 
by him all examine once a year all the machinery, tools, plant, 
registers , accounts etc., kept in the Stamp Manufactory and 
Central Depot, verify the balances under good and damaged 
paper and under stamps , have the damaged paper and stamps 
destroyed or otherwise made unfit for use for purposes of Stamp 
Revenue, and submit an annual report embodying the result of 
such examination and of the administration of the Stamp Reye 
nue in general 

4. For safe custody and issue of stamps, there shall be a 
Central Depot at the Trivandrum District Treasury in charge of 
the officer of that treasury and a local Depot at each of the other 
District Treasuries , and a Branch Depot at each of the sub -trea 
suries of the State (except the Kandukrishy, treasuries) under 
the officer of that treasury . 

MANUFACTURE STAMPS. 
5. The manufacture of stamps shall be placed under the 
charge of a separate officer who shall be designated Superinten 
dent, Stamp Manufactory . He shall be responsible for every 
detail connected with the manufacture of stamps, which shall be 
carried on under his direct supervision , 
: 6. The Stamps to be manufactured shall be of the following 
descriptions : 

General Stamps 
Miscellaneous Stamps, such as Hundi Stamps, Foreigo 

Bill Stamps etc. 
Receipt stamps. 
7. The cases containing water -marked paper of different des 
criptions shall , as soon as possible after their receipt, be opened , 
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mined and counted in th presence of the Superintendent, Stamp 
one by one, by the Store-keeper, and the contents thereof exa 
Manufactory , and classified and assorted into packets of 500 
sheets each. After such classification and assortment, the papers : 
shall be brought to account, duly packed and sealed in the pre 
sence of the officer in charge of Stamp Manufactory and placed 
in proper almirahs secured in a strong room under the joint lock 
and key of himseif and of the Storekeeper . 

8. No fresh cases of paper shall be opened until the contents 
of those already opened have been counted , brought to account 
and placed in stock as aforesaid , and no paper shall be issued for 
the manufacture of stamps except such as have been counted, 
brought to account and placed in stack . 

9. The storekeeper shall furnish security to the extent of 
Rs 500 and shall maintain the following registers connected with 
the stock branch in such forms as may be prescribed by the 
Superintendent of Stamps. 

I. Invoice Registers for watermarked paper. 
IL Stock Registers for watermarked paper . 
III. Registers of papers issued for manufacture of stamps . 
IV . Registers of papers found damaged on examination of 

invoice No. 1 . 
10. The Superintendent, Stamp Manufactory shall within a 
week after the close of every month , forward to the Superin . 
tendent of Stamps extracts from the invoice, stock and damaged 
paper registers , showing the opening balance , receipts, and issue 
and closing balances for thatmonth , the units being cases of paper 
in the case of invoice registers, packets of paper in the case of 
stock registers, and sheets of paper in the case of damaged paper 
registers. 

11. Issue of watermarked paper for themanufacture of stamp 
paper and labels shall be in packets of 500 sheets . 

12. The manufacture of stamps shall bo carried on in the pres 
sence of the Supervisor ,Stamp Manufactory , in the room and 
place set apart for the purpose , to and from which there shall be 
no ingress or egress without the knowledge or permission of the 
Superintendent, Stamp Manufactory , 

13. The Superintendent, StampManufactory shall take prompt 
steps to supply to the Central Depot referred to in Rule 4 , such 
manufactured stamps as may , from time to time, be indented for 
by the Officer in charge of the Central Depot, and as they are 
manufactured. He shall further see that the stamping niachi 
nery , plates and dyes and other tools are kept in working order 
and properly secured , that the paper required for daily work is 
carefully counted and issued by the Store-keeper , and that all 
manufactured stamps are duly accounted for, those not delivered 
at the Central Depot and also ihe dyes and plates used for the 
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manufacture of stamps etc., being secured in the Manufactory 
under the joint custody of himself and the Supervisor, 

14. The stamps manufactured shall be carefully counted and 
assorted in packets of uniform size and number prescribed for 
different values and for different kinds ; and the packets shall, 
before transmission to the Central depot, be duly sealed and 
signed by the Supervisor , Stamp Manufactory. 

15. Documents presented to be stamped on the application of 
parties shall be sent to the officer in charge of the Central Depot 
accompanied by a Treasury receipt for the full value of the stamps 
to be impressed . These documents shall be stamped at once and 
in priority to all other work and returned to that officer for 
counterstamping where necessary and despatching to the parties 
concerned . 

16. The following Registers shall be maintained at the Manu 
factory in such formsas may be prescribed by the Comptroller. 

1. Registers of Watermarked paper received from stock , 
2. Registers of indenst for manufactured stamps. 
3. Progress Register of manufacture . 
4. Invoice Book . 
5. Register of damaged paper . 
6. Register of private documents and cheque-books

17. The following statements shall be prepared by the Super 
intendent, Stamp Manufactory , and forwarded to the Superin 
tendent of Stamps within a wcek after the close of every month 
viz ., ( a ) a statement showing the opening balance of the water 
marked paper on hand , the receipts during themonth , the stamp 
manufactured , the stamps damaged and the closing balances of 
watermarked paper ; 

(b ) a statement showing the opening 
balances of stamps on hand, the stamps manufactured during the 
month , the stamps delivered over to the Central depot, and the 
closing balances ; (c ) a statement showing the opening balances 
of damaged watermarked paper , receipts during the month and 
closing balances and (d ) a statement similar to the preceding 
one for damaged stamps . 

CUSTODY AND SUPPLY OF STAMPS. 


18. All officials employed in the Depots as well as all persons 
Licensed to sell stamps , shall be under the control of the officers 
in charge of these depots who are responsible for the safe cus. 
tody of all stamps received in their depots, and shall duly account 
for all such stamps and for the revenue realised therefrom , 
** 19 . There shall be maintained in the Central Depot at all 
times a stock of stamps under each head which should be not 
less than the probable demand for one year, 

The officers in charge of Branch depots skall prepare and 
transmit to the Central Depot through the Local Depots to 


which they are subordinate , pot later than the last day of Sep 
tember in each year indents for the supply of stamps of the vari 
ous descriptions required for the following official year, com 
mencing from the first day of April. The officer in charge of the 
Central Depot shall prepare , not later than 1st day of November 
a general consolidated indent, and forward a copy of the same to 
the Superintendent, Stamp Manufactory , for compliance , a copy. 
being submitted to the Superintendent of Stamps also . 

20. It shall be the duty of the officer in charge of the Central 
Depot to keep all the branch Depots regularly supplied with 
stamps on periodical indents, received and to take charge of the 
stamps brought from the StampManufactory . 

21. Immediately after the receipt of stamps from the Manu 
factory , they shall be counted and made up into sealed packets 
of prescribed sizes containing the prescribed number of sheets, 
and they shall be placed under proper receptacle in the strong 
room free from contact with any of the wails. Each receptacle 
shall be secured by two chubb s locks, the key of one of the locks 
being in the sole custody of the officer in charge of the Central 
Depot , and the key of the other in that of the Store -keeper . 

22. The officer in charge of the Central Depot shall be res 
ponsible to see that all precautions are taken to prevent damage 
being caused to the stamps under his care by white ants or other 
vermin , 


23. All stamp papers of the value of one rupee and above , 
issued out of the custody of the officer in charge of the Central 
Depot, shall bear at the bottom of the paper a counter- stamp of 
the prescribed device showing the date of such issue , without 
which the paper shall not have any fiscal value, and shall be im 
pounded if presented before any public servant authorised to 
impound such documents . 

24. Stamps shall not be taken out or counted over for counter 
stamping except in the presence of both the officer in charge and 
the Store -keeper of the Central Depot The number and value 
of the stamps taken out of the double lock for counterstamping 
shallbe entered at the time of issue in the proper stock register 
by the store-keeper in whose presence all counterstamping shall 
be effected . 

25. Such of the stamps as have been counterstamped during 
the day but not despatched to the Local and Branch Depots , and 
also the stamps if any, remaining to be counterstamped shall be 
deposited the same evening in the strong room of the Central 
Stamp Depot for safe custody till the ensuing morning, in box 
properly sealed of which the key shall be with the Store -keeper . 

26. At the end of each day s work , the counterstamping dyes 
etc., shall also be sealed and deposited in the strong room of the 
Central Depot for safe custody , to be re- issued the next morning 
for work , 
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27. The Store -keeper of the Central Depot, shall , under the 
immediate orders of the officer in charge of Central Depot, 
attend to the counterstamping , counting and despatch , duly 
sealed , of all stamps for the Local and Branch Depots. 

28. The Store-keeper of the Central Stamp Depot shall furnish 
a security of Rs. 500. He shall maintain the following registers 
in such Forms as may be prescribed by the Comptroller . 

1. Stock Register of Stamp paper . 
2. Register of damaged stamp paper, 

3. Progress Register of issues. 
29. The officer in charge of the Central Depot shall forward 
to the Superintendent of Stamps within a week after the close of 
every month , a statement of stamps , showing the opening balance , 
receipts, from the stamp Manufactory and the Branch and Local 
Depots, issued to the Branch and Local Depots and the closing 
balance , together with a statement of damaged stamps, showing 
the opening balance receipts during the month and the closing 
balance . He shall also forward to the Comptroller a copy of the 
invoice showing the supply made to each Local and Branch 
Depot... 

30. Each Local Depot shall maintain at all times a supply 
sufficient for the requirements of the Depot for at least three 
months and each branch depot the requirement for two months. 
The officer in charge of the Local and Branch Depots shall see 
that the licensed vendors are regularly supplied with stamps on 
indents prepared in the prescribed form , and shall periodically 
examine the accounts , registers etc., which have to be maintain , 
ed by these vendors . The officers in charge of the Local Depots 
shall also submit to the Superintendent of Stamps , within a week 
after the close of every month , a statement showing the opening 
balance of stamps in their Depots including the subordinate 
branch depot, the receipts and sales during the month and the 
closing balance with a certificate attached, stating that the closing 
balance in their Depots have been verified and found correct.

31. The sales of stamps shall be made by the Treasurers as 
ex -oflicio stamp vendors , and by licensed stamp vendors appoin 
ted by the Collectors. 

32. Stamps of denominations of and below Rs. 50 shall be sold 
to the public at the face value by vendors licensed for the pur 
pose who will be paid such commission as the Government may 
fix from time to time and for particular localities . 

All stamps above the values aforesaid shall be sold by the 
ex- officio stamp vendors , provided that stamps of higher deno 
minations purchased before the commencement of these rules by 
vendors licensed under the Cochin Stamp Rules may be sold by 
them , 


33. Every license granted to licensed stamp vendors shall be 
signed by the Collector and be recoverable by him . The license 
shall be in Form No. I ... 

34. Before the license is issued, the licensee must execute an 
agreement in Toron No. II. 

35. The rate of discount that will be allowed to the licensed 
vendors on their purchase will be 3 percent on all denominations 
of stamps of and below the value of Rs. 50 in the Deviculam 
and Peermade Taluks; 3 % on one anna receipt stamps in all 
places and 2 % on all other denominations in places other than 
Devikulam and Peermade Taluks. 

Whenever the sale of stamps at any place , where they are 
sold on the discount system , is so large that the ratio of discount 
now prescribed is necessarily high , the Government or any 
officer authorised by Government for the purpose , may call for 
vendors stating the rate of discount for which competitors will 
undertake the sale of stamps at that place . 

36. Cases in which no discount is allowed . No discount shall . 
be given on the purchase of any stamp exceeding Rs, 50 in value , 
nor on any stamps applied on meterial furnished by the purcha 
ser himself. Provided that the rates of discount allowed to licen 
sed stamp vendors under the Cochin Stamp Rules shall continue 
to be in force during the currency of the licenses issued under 
the above said Rules, 
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37. No Discount to ex -officio vendors: - No ex -officio vendor 
shall be allowed a discount on his sales nor can he purchase 
stamps at a discount, 

38. Licensee s place of vend to be indicated by Sign board : 
Every licensed vendor shall at all times have fixed up in a con 
spicuous station outside the place of vend, a sign board bearing 
the name of the vendor with the words " Licensed Vendor of 
Stamps" in English and Malayalam . He shall also have in the 
place of vend the Act and schedule referring to the Stamps sold 
by him together with these rules in English and Malayalam placed 
so that they can readily be seen and read by purchasers . 

39. Particulars of sale to be endorsed on stamp paper and 
entered in Forms III and IV . Every ex -officio vendor selling 
stamps to any person not a licensed vendor and every licensed 
vendor shall write on the back of every stamp paper which he 
sells, the serial number beginning with the first stamped paper 
sold in the financial year and ending with the last, the date of 
sale , the name and residence of the purchaser and if the stamp is 
purchased for the use of any person other than the person who 
tenders the money for it, the name and residence of that other 
person also , and the value of the stamps in full in words and his 
own ordinary signature ; at the same time ex -officio vendors 
shall make corresponding entries in Form IV and licensed ven 
dors in Form III annexed to these rules . 

40. Punishment for false entries : Any Vendor who shall 
knowingly make a false endorsement on the stamp sold , or a false 
entry in his register, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding five 
hundred rupees. 

41. No endorsement and serial number in certain cases. The 
endorsement required by rule 39 shall be made on all stamped 
papers sold except adhesive stamps. When an ex -officio vendor 
sells stamps to a licensed vendor, there willbe no serial number 
or endorsement, but corresponding entries will be made in Form 
IV along with those relating to sales to the public. On every 
adhesive stamp sold , except the revenue adhesive stamp of the 
value of one anna, the vendor should sign his narne and enter 
date of sale . 

Stamp vendors are strictly prohibited from altering endorse 
ment made by them on stamped papers. Any stamp vendor 
proved to have contravened this rule is liable to have his license 
cancelled. If an incorrect endorseịnent has been inadvertently 
marle , the stapped paper may be treated as spoiled under Section 
51 and allowance may be claimed therefor under Section 55 . 

42. All sales to be entered in Registers III and IV and totalled : 
Whether in Form III or IV entries must be made as each sale is 
effected . If the vendor takes a stamp from the stock for his own 
private use , itmust be considered as a sale and entered in the 
book as such , Adhesive starps of the same value şold at the 
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same time to the samepurchaser will be entered in a lump, but 
the number of such stamps must be shown in the proper column 
Aseach transaction takes place the entries relating to it will be 
initialled in the column provided for the purpose and they will be 
totalled at the close of each day . 

43. Vendors not to delay , applicants . Every ex -officio or 
licensed vendor shall, without delay deliver any stamp which he 
has in his possession for sale on demand by any person tendering 
the value. 

44. Discontinued stamps not to be sold . No ex - officio or 
licensed vendor shall sell any stamps , the use of which hasbeen 
ordered by the Government to be discontinued . 

45. Stamps to be delivered on demand of proper authority, 
Every ex -officio or licensed vendor shall at any time, on the 
demand of the Collector or other officer duly authorised by the 
Government for the purpose, deliver up all stamps remaining in 
bis possession and if such stamps have been paid for , shall re 
ceive back the value thereof, less any discount which may have 
been allowed . 

46. Officer in charge of Depot to indent for stamps monthly. 
When the number of stamps in the Depot approaches the mini 
mum mentioned in rule 30 the officer in charge shall prepare an 
indent for supply equal to the probable consumption for one 
month and forward the same to the Central Stamp Depot who 
shall as promptly as possible comply with the indent. The 
branch depots will forward their indents through the Local Depot 
to which they are subordinate . As soon as the supply of stamp 
is received the officer in charge shall have the boxes or packets 
opened in his presence after satisfyinghimself that they have not 
been tampered with and the contents of each box or packet 
counted either by himself or in his presence on being opened . 
As soon as the stamps have been counted they shall be placed in 
proper receptacles and necessary entries made in Forms V A and 
v B , which shall be attested by the officer present. If the 
Treasury Officer is on tour , the Officer-in - charge will open the 
packets , count the contents , place the stamps in proper recepta . 
cles and attest the Stock Register. The Treasury Officer shall, 
as soon as he returns to headquarters, exainine the balance of 
stock and the stock accounts Forms V A and VB and initial the 
latter in token ofhis examination . He shall further examine 
the balance in stock on the last working day of each month and 
sign the certificate in Form No. VII, 

When sales are made on discount to licensed vendors, the 
vendor mu teir the value of the Stamps less the discount on 
de ivery . The ful value of the stamps will be entered as a 
credit in the stamp account and in the Treasury Accounts , and 
the discount will be shown c3 a payment in the latter . 
. 47, Licensed Vendors to have a supply always ready . Licensed 
vendors must maintain on hand a sufficient stock of such stamps 
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as they are licensed to sell . If a licensed vendor who has pur 
chased stamps on discount should die , or if his license expires or 
be revoked , the Collectormay grant a special license for a limited 
period to enable the vendor or his heirs and assignees to sell the 
balance of stock . 
48 . 

Forms and accounts and returns. The following accounts 
and registers shall be kept by all ex -officio and licensed vendors . 

Stock Register of Stamp papers and Hundi and Adhesive 
Stamps. Forms Nos . V A and VB. All stamps , as they are 
received , shall be entered in these registers. The total sales of 
stamps for each day as recorded in Register No, III or IV shall 
be brought forward in these registers and the balance stock each 
day which shall be agreed with the stock in hand . 

Abstract of daily sales of stamps. Form No. VI. The 
denominations of stamps sold shall be entered in the first 
column. This register is intended to facilitate the preparation of 
the monthly stamp accounts. 

Monthly abstract of stamps received and sold . Form No. VII. 
This is the form of monthly account showing the stock in hand , 
the receipts and issues during the month and the closing balance. 
It shall be prepared by all ex -officio and licensed vendors and 
submitted to the Superintendent of Stamps on or before the 6th 
of the next month , 

Monthly statement of discount paid to licensed vendors. 
Form No. VIII. This shall be submitted by the Treasury Officer 
with Form No, VII each month . 

49. Issue of books of forms. Books containing these forms 
will be issued to ex - officio and licensed vendors as required . The 
issuing officer shall see that the pages are numbered and that the 
number of pages is certified on the first page under his signature . 
None of the books shall be destroyed without the written per 
mission of the Collector. 

50. Vendors Accounts and Store to be open to inspection , 
Every ex - oficio or licensed vendor shall allow the Goverment, 
the Collector, the Treasury Officer or any other officer duly 
authorised by the Government, to inspect at any time the 
accounts and registers he is required to keep under the above 
rules , and to examine the store of stamps in his possession,

RULES UNDER SECTION 19 OF THE STAMP ACT. 
1. Every Registrar may exercise the powers of a Collector 
under Section 40, 41, 42 , 44 , 48 , 50 and 58 of the Stamp Act, 1125 
( lof 1125 ) within the limits of his jurisdiction in regard to instru 
ments presented for registration to the Sub-Registrars subordi 
nate to him . 

2. Every Sub -Registrar impounding an instrument presented 
to him for registration shall, upon payment of the duty and 
penalty , send an authenticated copy of such instrument together 
with a certificate regarding the payment of the duty and penalty 
levied to the Registrar to whom he is subordinate . If the duty 
and penalty are not paid , the Sub -Registrar shall send the 
original instrument to the Registrar, 

3. If the Registrar is _of opinion that an instrument for 
warded to him by a Sub- Registrar is duly stamped or is not 
chargeable with duty , he shall certify to that effect on the 
instrument and return it to the Sub -Registrar . 

4. The Registrar , if he is of opinion that an original in 
strument forwarded to him by a Sub -Registrar under Rule 2 , 
is not duly stamped , shall inform the Sub -Registrar, of the 
amount of duty and penalty to be collected. 

5. On receipt of this information froin the Registrar , the 
Sub- Registrar shall by notice communicate the decision to the 
parties to the instrument, requiring the payment to him of 
the amount by any of them . 

6. If the duty and penalty be duly paid , the fact of such 
payment shall be reported immediately to the Registrar with 
particulars of the name and residence of the payer and date of 
payment . 

7. On receipt from the Sub -Registrar of the intimation of 
payment, the Registrar shall certify on the instrument, as 
required by Section 44 ( 1) of the Act, and return it to the 
Sub -Registrar, 

8. If the parties do not respond to the notice issued under 
Rules 5 above within the time fixed in the notice , or if the 
party liable to pay the duty and penalty under Section 31 of 
the Act , declines to pay the amount and the other party to the 
transaction is unwilling to do so , the Sub-Registrar shall report 
the matter to the Registrar. 
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9. On receipt of this report from the Sub -Registrar the 
Registrar shall intimate the fact to the Tahsildar concerned

MUNICIPALITIES ACT XXIII OF 1116 . 
1. (a ) These bye-lawsmay be called “ THE SACHÍVOTTAMA 

WATER WORKS BYE -LAWS " and shall come into 

force at once . 
(b ) They shall apply to the Municipal Town of Sbencottah . 
2. In these bye-laws, unless there be anything repugnant in 
the subject or contexty 
( a ) Municipal Council means the Municipal Council, 

Shencottah . 
(b ) Executive Authority means the Municipal Commis 

sioner, Shencottab , if there is a Commissioner , and 
if not , the Chairman of the Municipal Council, 

Shencottah . 
(c ). Water Supply means the water supply within the 

Municipal Town of Shencottah . 
( a ) Act means the Travancore District Municipalities 

Act XXIII of 1116 . 
(e ) House Connection means the connection by pipe 

from the Public Water Main to the limit of the house 
or premises concerned or to the meter whichever is 

farther from the main 
(f) Communication Pipe means the pipe that is laid from 

the end of the house connection and from which 
pipes called Supply Pipes are taken off for the 

purpose of distribution of water . 
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(g) Supply Pipe means the pipe line that is taken off from 

the communication pipe and from which smaller 
pipes called Service Pipes are taken to the various 

parts of the premises or building. 
(h ) Service Pipe means pipe taken off from the supply 

pipe to the various parts of the premises or buildings 

to feed taps . 
(i) Water Supply Installation means the pipe work and 

fittings within the house or premises concerned ex 

cluding the house connection . 
(j). Water Supply Department means the Department in 

charge of the maintenance of the SACHIVOTTAMA 

WATER WORKS from time to time. 
(k ) “ Water Works Engineer " means any Engineer Officer 

ofGovernment in charge of the Shencottah Water 

Works from time to time. 
(1) " Water Works Superintendent means the Officer 

under the Water Works Engineer in charge of the 
Maintenance Works of the Sachivottama Water 

Works. 
3. Except in so far as is otherwise provided in the Act or in 
these bye-laws, the Public Works Department shall be respon 
sible for all works connected with water supply . 
4. (a ) Application for house connections (Ferrule connec 

tions) from the public water mains shall be made 
to the Executive Authority in Form No. 1 appended 
to these bye -laws if the application be for a perma 
nent supply , and in Form No. 14 (a ) if the connec 

tion be for a temporary period. 
(b ) Along with the application the applicant shall deposit 

with the Executive Authority an estimate fee of 

Re . 1 which shall in no case be refunded. 
( c ) The Executive Authority shall forward such applica 

tions with the estimate fee to the Water Works 
Superintendent who is in charge of the Sachivo 

ttama Water Works, Shencottah , 
5. (a ) On receipt of application , the Water Works Superin 

tendent shall cause an estimate of cost of providing 
the house connection to be prepared for forwarding it 
to the Executive Engineer , Water Works. A notice 
in Form No. 2 appended to these bye-laws will be 
issued to the applicant intimating the estimated cost 
and calling upon him to deposit the same in the

amount the balance amount shall be refunded to the 

applicant on his executing a receipt. 
(b ) If the excess amount be not paid by the applicant as 

required under clause ( a ) or within such further 
time as may be allowed by the Water Works 
Superintendent, he may ant only realise such 
amount from the applicant but also request the 
Executive Authority to with -hold supply of water to 
the applicant. In case of such a request the Exe 

cutive Authority shall accordingly with -hold supply . 
7. (a ) No repairs to any house connection shall be made ex 

cept through the Water Works Superintendent. 
(b ) Applications for such repairs shall be made to the 

Water Works Superintendent in writing and the 
provisions of bye-laws 5 and 6 shall , as far as may 

be, be applicable to them . 
8. ( a ) When in the opinion of the Water Works Superinten 

dent any house connection stands in urgent need of 
repairs, he may , after issuing a notice to the owner 
or occupier of the house or premises concerned in 
Form No. 4 calling upon him to deposit the estimat 

ed cost of the repairs, start the work of repairs . 
( b ) A copy of the notice issued under Clause (a ) shall be 

sent to the Executive Authority . 
( c) If the cost of repairs be not deposited within the period 

fixed in the notice , the Executive Authority may , 
not only realise the amount from the owner or 

occupier, but also arrange by notice No. 5 to cut off 
· the supply of water from the premises concerned . 
( d ) If the cost of the repairs be more or less than the 

estimated cost, the difference shall, as the case may 
be, be recovered from or refunded to the owner or 
occupier. The provisions contained in bye -law 
No. 6 shall, as far as may be apply to such recovery 

or refund . 
9. Whenever any supply of water has to be cut off from any 
house or premises under the provisions of the Act on these bye 
laws, the Water Works Superintendent may request the Exe 
cutive Authority to do so in Form No. 5 and the Executive 
Authority shall act accordingly .

39. Except in the case of fire, no person not duly authorised 
by the Water Works Engineer , shall open or in any way inter 
fere with anymain pipe or valve or fire -plug (Hydrants ) connected 
with the water supply . 

40. Whoever cominits breach of any of the above bye -law 
shall be punishable with a fine which may extend to I. Rs, 50 and 
in case of continuing breach after receipt of notice from the 
Executive Authority to discontinue such breach , with a fine 
which may extend to I. ks. 5 for every day during which the 
breach continued .

5. The plumbers selected by the owner or occupier of a house 
or premises for the construction of a new water supply installation 
or for the extension , alteration or repair of an existing water 
supply installation shall presentto the Water Works Superintend 
ent an estimate (in duplicate ) with a specification describing the 
work and with a dimensioned sketch plan of the proposed instal 
lation , extension , alteration or repair as the casemay be . 

6. On approval by the Water Works Superintendent under 
rule 5 of the Schedule, the plumber may collect all the materials 
such as taps, pipes, valves etc., necessary for the work , but shall 
not commence the work until the materials have been inspected 
and approved by the Water Works Superintendent or any other 
duly authorised officer of the Water Supply Department and 
until the plumber is satisfied that the owner or occupier has duly 
applied for house connection , 


7. ( a ) The Water Works Superintendent or other officers of 

the Water Supply Department authorised in that 
behalf may inspect the works of plumbers at any 
stage , 
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(b ) If on inspection , it is found that any material used or 

work done is not of the approved pattern or speci. 
fication the plumber shall in accordance with the 
orders of the Officer concerned replace the inaterials

8. Any plumber requiring water be shut off from or let on 
any place in connection with his work may apply to the Water 
Works Superintendent but shall on no account interfere with 
any street tap cock or valve for the purpose .

REPORT OF THE SELECT COMMITTEE ON THE 
TRAVANCORE -COCHIN VILLAGE COURTS BILL . 


TO 

The Speaker , 

Legislative Assembly . 
Sir, 

We, the undersigned members of the Select Committee ap 
pointed to consider and report on the Travancore-Cochin Village 
Courts Bill have considered the Bill clause by clause and beg to 
submit this our . 

REPORT. 
1. The Bill was published in the Gazette Extraordinary 
dated the 18th June 1952 . 

II. We are of opinion that the Bill may be adopted subject to 
the following amendments:-- 

1. For sub - clause ( 3 ) of Clause 3 , the following shall be 
substituted : - 

" ( 3 ) A11 suits and other proceedings pending in a Mun 
siff s Court at the commencement of this Act and which after 
such commencement would be cognisable by Village Courts esta 
blished under this Act, shall be continued in and disposed of by 
the Munsiff s Court. as if this Act has not been passed." This 
sub - clause provides that when a Village Court is established 
for an area all suits cognisable by that Court then pending in a 
Munşiff s Court, shall be transferred to the Village Court. We 
are of opinion that suits already instituted in Munsiff s Courts 
may be disposed of by them so that unnecessary delay may be 
avoided . 

2. In clause 10, for the words " personal property " , the words
